SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording is based around the explicit display of a variety of sexual activities 
between women and men, largely set in a medical clinic. The sexual activities include 
vaginal intercourse, fellatio and cunnilingus, as well as alternative sexual practices 
such as vaginal fisting and SM relationships. 

The presence of several scenes of urolagnia mean that the publication tends to 
support the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. In accordance with 
s3(2)(d), the presence of these scenes render the publication objectionable. 

In accordance with s32 of the Act, the Classification Office has considered the 
possibility that excising the scenes of urolagnia would lead to a classification other 
than objectionable. Several scenes of the video recording sexualise medical 
examinations and the use of medical instruments, in a way that presents the abuse of 
professional relationships between medical practitioners and patients as sexual 
entertainment. The consequent legitimisation of such abuse, and of sexual 
misconduct on the part of medical practitioners, means that the availability of the 
publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

The publication was submitted by the Comptroller of Customs. A submission from the 
importers states that they intend to distribute the publication commercially. In view of 
this fact, and of the matters noted above, the publication is classified as objectionable. 
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
